Plans Held 
Post-War Necessity 


Advocating planning to deal with 
post-war problems, the American 
Federation of Labor executive coun- 
cil reported to the federation’s con- 
vention at Boston: 

“Life after the armistice will pro- 
ceed from where it is without 
abrupt or radical changes. In this 
country, the important thing is to 
have ready plans for industrial con- 
version with definite provisions for 
carrying them out. 

“The two basic undertakings 
are for industries to convert to 
peacetime production and for 
workers to find jobs in these 
peacetime industries. There will 
be involved the largest change- 
over ever experienced in this 
country, which must be effected 
with the least possible long- 
time unemployment so that we 
may do the least damage to our 
citizens. 

“There must be a national em- 
ployment service ready and equip- 
ped to cooperate with unions and 
managements to get workers fitted 
to suitable jobs with the least 
bungling possible. 
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TALK ON RECRUITS FOR 
WOMEN’S ARMY CORPS 


Lieutenant Alice Crawford of the 
Oakland W. A. C. recruiting office, 
spoke to the members of the cen- 
tral labor council Monday evening, 
October 11th. She told of the des- 
perate need for WACS to replace 
men for active combat duty.

Organized labor, both AFL and CIO, have arranged to make 
the Oakland area war chest drive, opening Monday, October 
18th, a joint campaign in which to include their red cross sub- 
scriptions for the red cross war fund campaign of next year. 

The announcement was made today by representatives of the 


local councils of AFL and CIO 
and confirmed: by Clifford D. 
Allen, Oakland area war chest 
general campaign chairman, 
and Frank N. Belgrano, who 
accepted the campaign chairman- 
ship of the 1944 red cross cam- 
paign. 

Paul Heide, CIO; Jack Reynolds, 
AFL building trades; Robert Ash, 
AFL central labor council, and 
George Hayward of the metal trades 
council, made the announcement of 
the joint war chest—red cross cam- 
paign for organized labor during 
the present war chest drive. 

This joint campaign applies 
only to members of organized 
labor, it was emphasized by the 
labor representatives. Subscrip- 
tions will be by payroll or union 
assessment. 

Special pledges have been pre- 
pared for use of union labor mem- 
bers who subscribe to the joint 
campaign designating the share of 
the subscriptions that is to go to 
the war chest and a share to go to 
the red cross. 

Combining the two campaigns for 
the benefit of organized labor mem- 
bers was arranged as a conveni- 
ence for them, the labor represen- 
tatives said. 

The same plan is being put into 
effect in many war chest campaigns 
throughout the country it was 
brought out. In all cases it 
was emphasized that joint subscrip- 
tions to the war chest and red 
cross applied only to union labor 
organizations that asked for the 
arrangement to be made.

On War-Time Regulations 


Congress is apparently getting down to brass tacks on the 
roll-back of prices, subsidies and inflation. The subsidies to 
retard price advances will be approved by congress; subsidies 


to reduce present prices will no 


t be approved. 


Fluid milk subsidy is a good example of congressional in- 


tention. Milk prices are to re-® 


main status quo with no fur- 
ther increases allowed. 
The battle against inflation 


is slowly but surely losing 
ground; prices being retarded, but 
up-pressure on prices is much 
stronger. Excess buying power in 
the hands of the people is 50 per 
cent greater this year than last, 
with less and less to buy. In spite 
of wage control and high taxes the 
general public is still saving money. 
Congress is very jittery over this 


situation but apparently has no 
answer as yet. 
Food production is badly 


hampered by the price policy of 
the government. The govern- 
ment seems determined to sub- 
sidize consumption of high 
priced foods instead of stimu- 
lating the production of low 
priced foods. 

FLASH: Better food for war 
workers. The government is 
now organized to help war 
workers in securing proper food 
during working hours. Exten- 
sive survey shows a large per- 
centage of absenteeism, illness 
and production loss “directly 
traceable to improper diet, 
poor eating facilities and poor 
food. The government has just 
set up an_ interdepartmental 
committee to push a broad pro- 
gram. OPA, war manpower, la- 
bor production division of WPB, 
war food administration and 
maritime commission are all 
represented. Priorities on con- 
struction equipment, kitchen 
equipment, etc., to set up proper 
“in plant” feeding can be ar- 
ranged by the committee. Write

simple decimal system, each stamp 
valued at 10 points, the customer 
to receive a specific monthly allot- 
ment; for instance, 5 stamps equal 
50 points. Tokens received as 
change for stamps during the 
month will be good permanently 
and can be spent during any month 
regardless of the month’s stamp 
allotment.

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REGIONAL LABOR BOARD ASKS

The regional war labor board has 
asked the NWLB immediately to 
declare as sub-standard any wage 
rate in the Detroit area that is less 
than 60 cents an hour. 

The local board said that low 
wage rates in many essential 
civilian industries in the area 
constituted a major factor in a 
threatened breakdown of these 
services “which, should it occur, 
will greatly interfere” with the 
war effort. 

The board’s request was unani- 
mously approved. 


‘WMC Rules - 
On Closed - 
Shop Case 


A decision of national impor- 
tance, based on a San Fran- 
cisco case, was handed down 
by the war manpower commis- 
sion in Washington recently 
when it ruled that war workers dis- 
charged for refusal to pay closed- 
shop union dues may get clearance 
to work elsewhere in the war effort. 

This established the right of 
Frank H. Bridge, 450 Edna street, 
and Herbert A. Zoda, 28 Alvarado 
street, to take promised jobs at the 
Hunters point navy yard. 

They had been dismissed by 
the Bethlehem yard when they 
challenged a closed shop agree- 
ment and refused to pay dues 
to the International Brother- 
hood of Electrical Workers 
(AFL) Local 6. They admitted 
they stopped paying dues after 
paying part of their initiation 
fees and dues for several 
months a year ago. 

Bethlehem had denied them job 
clearance slips. They took the mat- 
ter to the shipyard joint appeal 
board and on to the regional WMC 
appeal board and, turned down by 
these boards, carried the case to 
Washington. 

“The case was a national test of 
WMC policy and authority,” was 
the comment of William K. Hop- 
kins, regional WMC director. 

Both men got their job clearances.

OWI Advisory Radio Men 
Urge More War News 


Issuance of “all the war news, 
whether it is good or bad,” as soon 
as military security permits its re- 
lease, has been asked by the radio 
advisory committee of the office of 
war information.

Kaiser Shipyards Cases 
Dismissed By National 
Labor Relations Board 


Dismissal of the Kaiser shipyard 
cases on September 18, 1943, by the 
national labor relations board 
brought to a close one of the most 
important cases ever brought be- 
fore the board on the Pacific coast. 
The cagg that was dismissed was 
the forerunner of approximately 
twelve other cases which the board 
intended to prosecute, affecting 
some of the largest shipyards on 
the Pacific coast, as well as in the 
gulf and the Mississippi river zones. 

This latest attempt on the part 
of the C. I. O. industrial union of 
marine and shipbuilding workers 
of America to raid the A. F. of L. 
membership on the Pacific coast 
has thus ended in a dismal failure.

tinued from last week. Your week- 
ly or monthly income, or as often 
as you are paid, should be kept 
under the following headings: Date, 
received from, 
amount of 
wages, sal- 
aries, commis- 
sions or other 
income, social 
security, vic- 
tory tax, war 
bonds, group 
insurance, hos- 
pital, etc., union dues, pay-as-you- 
go income tax, and then net amount 
received. This will give you a com- 
plete record of the money you 
earned and where it went. You 
also will have a definite record of 
your victory tax and the new pay- 
as-you-go income tax deductions 
which will be valuable to you when 
you make up your yearly income 
tax report. An explanation of these 
two tax deductions will be given 
later. Your various expenses that 
may be deducted from your income 
tax should be grouped in separate 
columns and recorded daily under 
the following headings: Occupa- 
tional expense, tax (sales, gas, real 
estate), medical expense, charity 
and donations, and other deduc- 
tions. The column for occupational 
expenses is the most important, as 
it applies to your particular job or 
work, and the items entered here 
are deductible directly from your 
gross earnings in order to deter- 
mine your net income for final tax 
returns. Enter again in this col- 
umn your union dues, or any other 
expenses taken from your pay 
check that apply directly to doing 
your work. 

The various other columns: Taxes 
(sales, gasoline, real estate, etc.) 
medical expenses, charity and dona- 
tions, and other deductions are for 
various expenses not directly con- 
nected with your job or work but 
are still deductible from your in- 
come tax returns or report. It 
would be well to always enter the 
item as well as the amount. 


The time to make a record of any 
expenditures is when it is fresh in 
your mind instead of trusting to 
your memory or scattered memos at 
a later time. Get yourself a little 
pocket memo book and rule col- 
umns with the headings as outlined 
above. The following list covers 
your possible source of income and 
various expenses that may be 
claimed as deductions from your in- 
come tax report—income comprises 
wages, salaries, commissions, tips, 
back pay, interest, dividends, rents, 
royalties, prizes, bonuses, alimony, 
annuities, pensions fees, profits 
from sale of real estate, stocks, 
bonds, etc., severance pay and strike 
benefits.

This regimentation of labor 
would, if carried out as it is 
now proposed, strike a deadly 
blow at free trade unionism and 


would destroy the very objec- 
tives for which labor is fighting 
for on all fronts of this war. The 
whole plan itself was put over in 
such a way that labor was not per- 
mitted sufficient time to study it, 
let alone express its point of view. 
The organized labor movement does 
not wish to have itself made an 
exception, but it does insist with all 
its might that this plan will vic- 
timize every wage earner on the 
west coast, regardless of union af- 
filiation. Enlightened opinion among 
management is just as firmly op- 
posed to the plan. 

So that the membership of the 
federation will understand and 
appreciate its ominous provi- 
sions, we are submitting a brief 
analysis of the high points of 
this program. 

1. Area production urgency com- 
mittees are being established. Their 
principal tasks will be to determine 
the relative urgency of the produc- 
tion programs that are feasible in 
the area, and to develop a program 
for balancing labor supply and re- 
quirements by redistributing pro- 
duction from one area to another 
when this is necessitated by maxi-

However, the total does not include the membership of the 
international association of machinists which paid per capita 
tax on 328,500 members in 1942 but withdrew its affiliation in the 
past year.

To achieve the 
desired balance between production 
and manpower requirements, these 
committees will see to it that future 
expansions requiring manpower on 
the west coast will be avoided as 
much as possible, and that war pro- 
duction is removed from the west 
coast whenever this will be advan- 
tageous to the war program. 

These committees are being set 
up in those areas where they are 
deemed necessary by the war pro- 
duction board and the war man- 
power commission, and are com- 
posed of one representative from 
each of the following: 

War production board, (chair- 
man); war manpower commission, 
war department, navy department, 
maritime commission, war food ad- 
ministration, aircraft resources con- 
trol office and office of defense 
transportation (when _ transporta- 
tion problems are involved) and 
such other agencies as the commit- 
tee may invite from time to time. 
Organized labor is not represented 
on this committee. | 


2. Area manpower priorities com- 


mittees are likewise being created. 
Their principal tasks will be to list 
establishments and services within 
the area according to their urgency 
and their need for labor, and to fix 
employment ceilings for individual 
plants, services or activities. The 
extent of their far-reaching powers 
may be realized when these em- 
ployment ceilings are further ex- 
plained. 

Significant establishments, ser- 
vices or activities will be listed in 
three classes: 

Class 1, those which may expand 
their employment to the established 
ceilings. 


Class 2, those which may main-| 


tain employment at an established 
ceiling through continued hiring as 
necessary. 

Class 3, those which may not hire 
(except in emergencies), and from 
which workers will be drawn by 
issuing releases and by direct re- 
cruitment by the war manpower 
commission. 

These committees are composed 
of one representative from each of 
the following: 

War manpower commission, navy 
department, selective service com- 
mission, war production board, war 
department, maritime commission, 
war food administration, commit-

Agricultural employment will be| 
under the control and supervision 
of the war food administration, 
aided by the war manpower com- 
mission. 


4. Selective service withdrawals 
from rated establishments will be 
related to employment ceilings and 
replacement possibilities, with ade- 
quate consideration for the defer- | 
ment of key workers. | 


It will thus be seen that | 
labor’s sole connection with this | 
program is an extremely remote 
and indirect one via the area 
management-labor committees. 
To the small extent that it has 
a say in the matter, labor will 
recommend the chairmen of the | 
area manpower priorities com- 
missions, and it will play the 
same role in the integration of 
the work of these committees 
with the war manpower com- 
mission’s established appeal 
procedures and the _ existing 
management -labor committee 
organization.

lated the program. But labor is 
realistically-minded about it, and is 
appalled to discover, at this late)

fornia State Federation of 
Labor, when the last rites were 
performed for him on Saturday, 
October 9th, at the Gray funeral 
parlor in San Francisco. Scarcely a 
single important public figure of 
the state or city was missing to 
pay homage to one of the truest 
fighters of the labor movement. 
Led off by Governor Warren, At- 
torney General Kenny, and Mayor 
Rossi, and including the outstand- 
ing leaders of labor, the honorary 
pallbearers could not have repre- 
sented a more distinguished list of 
citizens. Because their number was 
so large it will be impossible to pub- 
lish their names, but they were 
there and all of them knew Van 
from many years of association. 

From the time that Brother Van- 
deleur’s body was placed in the 
large chapel of the undertaking 
parlor until he was finally put to 
rest, there was a constant stream of 
people, who came to pay their last 
respects to him. Of even greater 
significance were the many rank 
and file members of labor and the 
citizenry who were present at the 
funeral services. No greater proof 
could be given of the lasting im- 
pression that this outstanding 
leader of labor left behind him. 
And Van earned it. 

The floral pieces that adorned 
the spacious chapel were fur- 
ther glowing proof of the esteem 
in which he was held by labor 
and its friends. The banners on 
the floral offerings read like a 
roll-call of the labor movement 
in California. Vice presidents of 
the federation from out of town 
made desperate efforts, in the 
face of transportation difficul- 
ties, to be present, and those 
who failed bowed only to the 
inexorable shortage created by 
the war. 

Van did not die in vain. Behind 
him, he has left a state federation 
of labor that has reached the high- 
est peak in strength of numbers 
and influence. And who can deny 
that Van worked night and day to 


|make it so? There is only one way 
|that Van’s friends and admirers, 


as well as all the members of the 
trade union movement can show 
their appreciation to his thirty-odd 
years of service to labor and that 
is by continuing to work just as 
hard and conscientiously for the 
organized labor movement as he 
did. 

Van would have wanted this, and 
it is the most fitting way of show- 
ing a real appreciation for his con- 
tributions in behalf of the working 


imen and women of California. Now 


that he is gone, a huge gap has 
been left in the ranks of labor, but 


|it would be contrary to everything 


he stood for merely to mourn his 
loss. To miss him acutely is un- 
avoidable, of course. But to carry 
on and build the federation to 
greater strength and wider influ- 
ence is the kind of heritage that 
Van would have liked to see main-

retary of the San Francisco 
Labor Council and a lifelong 
friend of Van’s, marked a high 
point in the solemn ceremonies. 
Short and to the point, it 
stressed the true values em- 
bodied in Van’s career. O’Con- 
nell asked that those following 
his footsteps should benefit 
from the many rich lessens of 
experience on the trails blazed 
by Vandeleur. 

Vandeleur is now lying in the 
cool earth, but he is not forgotten. 
His memory will remain green and 
fresh in the ranks of labor because 
he has left so many lasting testi- 
monials behind. Rest in peace, Van.

AFL LABOR LEAGUE FOR HUMAN RIGHTS 
BACKS $125,000,000 WAR FUND DRIVE 


With the 850 central labor bodies and more than 30,000 na- 
tional, international and federal unions of the AFL mobilized 
to support the current drive of the national war fund and com- 
munity war chests, the American Federation of Labor, through 
its relief arm, the labor league for human rights, is now entering 
the largest fund raising cam- 
paign in its history, according|the campaign in addition to receiv- 
to Matthew Woll, president of| ing allocations for its own program 


the league. 

Pledges of active cooperation 
have been pouring in from all over 
the country, to William Green, hon- 
orary chairman of the league, and 
to Matthew Woll. Endorsements of 
the league campaign have come 
from state federations, central la- 
bor bodies, international and local 
unions. A chain of united nations 
relief AFL committees, set up to 
act as liaison between local labor 
bodies and war chest committees, 
is already actively at work on the 
actual mechanics of this gigantic 
drive. 

A poster, showing the statue 
of liberty, with torch upheld, 
and captioned “For Freedom, 
Labor Gives Its Sons, Its 
Strength, Its Savings,” has been 
distributed by the hundred 
thousand for exhibition on bill- 
boards, in union halls and fac- 
tories, and on bulletin boards. 
Throughout this campaign, the 

charge of all appeals directed to 
members of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. By the terms of the 
agreements concluded with the na- 
tional war fund and with com- 
munity war chests, labor’s repre- 
sentatives are seated on the exec- 
utive committees and budget boards 
vhich conduct tne cverall cam- 
paigns in each community. The 
AFL receives credit for all contri- 
butions made through the league 
or the league’s commitiees, and al- 
locations for the AFL’s own war 
relief projects, the $125,000,000 drive 
of the national war fund will pro- 
vide funds for seventeen relief or- 
ganizations, serving most of the 
members of the united nations as 
well as the home front. Among the 


league will be in full and exclusive 


agencies included in the national 
war fund are the British, Chinese, 
Greek, French, Norwegian, Belgian 
and Dutch relief societies, war 
prisoners’ aid, and the U. S. com- 
mittee for the care of European 
children. The league’s position 
within the national war fund frame- 
work is that of participating and 
contributing agency, since it shares 
in the responsibility of conducting 


from the fund. 

On the basis of preliminary 
reports gathered by Abraham 
Bluestein, executive director of 
the league all over the country, 
Mr. Woll predicts that this 
year American Ftderation of 
Labor members will contribute 
in excess of $20,000,000 to the 
cause of war relief and com- 
munity services. 

“Even now, when the campaign 
has not been officially opened in 
most communities,” said Mr. Woll, 
‘it is apparent that labor is fully 
aware of the need to give for the 
great humanitarian causes _ this 
drive is designed to serve. We can 
be sure that members of the AFL 
will give their share, and more 
than their share, to the national 
war fund campaign.”

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Workmen's Compensation 
Progress 


It is encouraging to learn that in one field of state labor legis- 
lation progress has been made this year. In other fields, in- 
cluding emergency legislation on work hours and child labor, 
the trend has been distinctly backward. But state workmen's 
compensation systems, which the American Federation of Labor 
pioneered, have been generally improved. 

The AFL executive council reports that the states moved 
quickly and effectively to remedy difficulties in workmen's 
compensation systems, emphasized by the war program. ‘Every 
state except five of the 44 which met in regular session enacted 
amendments materially strengthening their laws,” the council 
says. 

Only a beginning, however, has been made, the council 
points out. “Organized labor,” it says, “cannot relax its efforts 
in this field until the following goals have been reached by 
every state: (1) compulsory coverage for all industrial accidents 
and diseases; (2) commission or board administration; (3) in- 
surance by exclusive state funds; (4) unlimited hospital and 
medical care; (5) benefits of not less than two-thirds of wages 
payable during entire period of disability: and (6) establish- 
ment of second-injury and rehabilitation funds.” 


TIME NOW TO PREPARE 


This is the time to strengthen, not to weaken, the social 
security system. It is time now to prepare for the security of 
workers in the post-war years . . . This is one case in which 
social and fiscal objectives, war and post-war aims are in full 
accord. Expanded social security, together with other fiscal
